My siiiter, ICatie, .Matf^ie Cannon and my 
father were among those in tiie tlrst ir.iiii, 
and, of course, my thuu.;lits at once went 
toward my own relatives Mm in the ex 
citemenC it was impoiMible for me to trace 
them until nearly an hour bad elapsed. 

"Then I found my father who was injured 
about the lej^ by bein^ <-auL;ht between the 
seats and my sister, who had sutfero^ from 
Kcalils ahoiit the face and hands from the ea- 
capiii^ steam. Misg Cannon was badly in- 
juied, mainly from scalds, and it was BOt 
thou^lit at the time that she would recover. 
Joe Cannon was also in the se.it with Ris 
aiater and my sister, but he got otf with a 
very alight aoratoh. On every hand willing 
persona ware at work rescuing the injured, 
cutting the can and taUiif the paopla away 
to be cared for. The scene was loo terrible 
to witness, and a thrill of horror passes 
through me tn endeavor to detail it." 

The Rev. Father J. V. MuyUn, rector of 
Bi. Peter's cathedral, who readeed the eoene 
of the accident shortly after thaooUialon, 
makea the following statement: 

"I saw one little cadet who had met bis 
fate in this way; with hia hands cl taped to- 
gether aa if in prayer, and clutched close to 
bU temperance badga* Several had their 
limba chopped off la the effort to aztrioate 
tl > III, and ia the breaking of oara with axaa 
^ l e persona were atruekoa the "bead and 
lulled.

''and the conduct of the company's i-fflsiab 
afterward cruel and ret>reh^4ible.'' 

BOLD MAIL ROBBERY. 

Larse Awonnt of Mail Plnndered at Knf- 
falo— .%inovnt Stolen Not Knnwn. 

BcrrAL.o, N. Y., Oct. 18.— An extensive 
and bold mail robbery Waa periwtrated 
Thursday night, by wbksb meet of the arriv- 
ing mails in this city from all pointa ware 
plundered, and dooumenta, paper* and money 
extracted. When the employee ot Fulton 
market arrived in the morning to open the 
aatabliahroent they found atrewn about the 
Btraeta in the Tiointtr of the market a large 
qnaatity of lettora that bad evidently been 
opened and robbed. They oolleoted the torn 
letten, whidi halt filled a market basket 
An ezamination ratrealed the faot that the 
robbery had been general in obaraoter, and 
coverad lettera from Canada, Pennaylvania, 
Xew York atate, New Orleana, Bo* ton and ' 
nearly every point east, west, north and ' 
south. * I 

There were in the beaket cheeka, drafts i 
merchantile ordmra and the aaaahmiaceliany 
which goea to make up a bnaineaa mail 
Among other thinga were Louiaiana lottery 
tickata. There waa a check found in which 
ita amount $819.00, alone remained intact; 
bank drafta, a letter notifying the enclosure 
of a draft for tt,464.;:4, the draft being miaa- 
ing and numeroua lettera notifying of the 
encloaure of caah. Among the torn and 
soiled papers was also found a New York 
draft for t2lS.30, drawn on the Smith bank 
of Par^, in favor of Chrla. Onck, of Buf- 
fakK a waa torn ao that the aignature waa 
indiaUnguiabable. Acheok for $44. M from 
the National bank of Lawrence, Pa., in favor 
of Jacob Dolh, of Buffalo, waa torn so that 
the name of the signer was deatroyed. 

The thievea had evidently disregarded 
everything but cash, and checks and drafts 
were thrown aside after beiuk; mutilate<l. 
The poatotnce authorities are investigating 
the matter, but no information oaa be ob- 
tained from them as yet. 

When seen lat«'r Postmaster Saekett said 
the invest iiiatioii showed that with out li uht 
the robbery toi)k place iii the p istollice, and 
by souie p>rson well aciiuamted with the of- 
fice. 'I'lie b.iiiks were iiotiliei to look out 
for siispii'i Ills ciiaracters otferiiii^ clu-i-ks or 
dr.'ilts. 

Soon after tlu' iianl;s opened d man n.niied 
John Shield, a iii_'cii, stamping clerk in llie 
postolliee. ]M-.-~eii;...l a clieck ai one of the 
Imiiks, and upon the reipiesl to ideui if v him 
self establishing bis connec tion with the 
pcstotllce he waa promptly handed over to 
the police. 

I Sllielils di I not attempt to deny the cliai _'e 
of robhiii.; the mail, and is now in custoily. 
Bhields was int o.xicated wiien caiitiin-d 
The ciieck which he presenti'il lo the (Jertn.iii 
American bank, was payable to Jacob D 'id. 
and ShieMs h.id end ir..ed with Ins ou n 
name. Tiie jioliee ii.-ive not lieen able to yet 
any inforinatiou from .Shields as yet, but 
they Kiis iec. that he had acoomplioea, aa no 
money wa<i found on him.

The c.Tfv roiindi'il 
Madison street at a gallop and -i ai t.-d dow ii 
town. ('apt. Aldrich ordeiefl thiii iioi. ims 
l«» allowed on WesftTii avenue witmn three 
blocks ol the barns. The mob did not at 
tempt t'l st"p the cars at tne start. 'I'he trip 
was m.'uie ,iic ( , ssfiil. A sec'.n i trip was iin- 
niediattdy st.-ii ted up and the cars returned 
down town without important in -i lent. 

Six cars were started on Sedi<w ick street 
and six from Uarlleld avenue barns in the 
morning. The nuinlier of oflicers on each 
car was less than Thursday, and the com- 
pany intends to send out more cars if cir- 
cumstances warrant it Rome obstructions 
were met on Center street, but they were 
not of a serious character and were easily 
cleared away. 

On attco'iiit of th© finding of dynamite on 
Bedgwick street, all police officers have been 
ordered to be on their guard and watdiful 
tor bombe or dynamite cartridges. There 
waa no interference with the running of the 
eara, ezoept the usual jeers of the crowds. 

It waa rumored Thursday night that Mr.

A maasmeeting of Waat Side cltiiena in- 
t>.>reated In the atreet car atrike waa held 
Thuraday night at the Republican wigwam, 
on Madison atreet near Oakley. After 
syieeohea from several buaineaa men and rep- 
resentativea of the atrikera and puasiiig reso 
In tiona denouncing Yerkes' management, a 
committee of fifty prominent citiaena waa 
appointed to urge upon tbe city council the 
naceeaity of ending tbe existing trouble. i 

There was another incipient riot in the 
afternoon at Lincoln avenue and Sedgwick 
atreet, dh the North Sidei where 8;000 people 
gathered and aasaulted the new drivera on 
aever^ cars with rotten egga. One of tbe 
teams of iiorsea became frightened and ran, 
dragging the driver after them. The dashed 
into the next car, - frightening tbe team at-, 
tached to it, which In turn ran into another 
car, smashing tninga and adding to the gen- 
eral oonfusion.

Ktiartline Uevelopnieiits. 

Nkw York, Oct. 13.— A s|>eoittl to the 
World from London says there are startling 
devi<lopinent.s disastr .u.4 to the cause of the 
Times anuinst Mr. rarnell and tbo Irish 
party. In the lir.st place it is ascertained 
tliat ni'ithir Sir ilicbard Welister nor Sir 
Henry Jauies will, as was expi>cted, appear 
in court to bolster up the ctiuso of tbe Times. 
In brief, tho two men, one of whom is her 
majesty's attorney general and the leadiut; 
Tory lawyer and the other the leading 
Unioi'.iHt Janyer, who read out the so called 
Parnell letters, formulated the charges of the 
Times, received its lirief aud opened out tbe 
lines of its defense, have deserted their 
client. The leadership uf the Times* case 
will be intrusted to Sir. J. P. Murphy, Q. 
L., who will have Mr. Oruhnm as his Junior. 

This simultaneous withdrawal both of the 
governini^nt's representative and of the lead- 
ing le|{al adviser of tbe Unionist party, ap- 
parently reflects the opinion of Lord tialia- 
bury aud of Lord Hartiugton, that the case 
for tbe Tintee ia doomed. 

A detective, who has Just returned from 
America, and who has for years been de- 
voting bis whole time to looking up the 
reccJrds of the alleged dynamiters, says that 
the Times bad no prospect of proving its 
case, so far as he could see. 

Ifr. John Mallon, the chief superintendent 
of the Dublin police, has made up his mind 
to retire trom the police service, and the 
formal announcement of bis attention will 
be made In Ireland soon. Mr. Mallon has 
been summoned as a witness before the 
Famall commissiun, and it is expected to 
give seusational evidence. He is now ar 
ranging to put>liHh a book of memoirs in 
London, giving a good deal of inside in
